The investigations 6f the Mead Committee, which has been 
front page news for the past several weeks and whose revela- 
tions appear to be assuming sgandalous proportions, is of inter- 
est to organized labor, not so much because of the scandal 
involved as because of the insight it gives on the profits of war 
contractors. Bes Sas st: 
During the entire war _ period, 
wage stabilization was imposed 
upon the laboring people of- the 
country on the pretext that in- 
creased wages would contribute*to 
inflation. Organized labor protested. 
‘this theory, pointing out that war 
industries; were making éremend- 
ous profits which were by far the 
greater source of inflation: ~The 
Mead Committee has revealed that 
one company, with relatively little 
capital investment, secured, 
through political influence, millions 
of dollars worth of government’ 
contracts and reaped profits com- 
pletely .qut of proportion to the 
money. invested. Such ‘situations 
could be multiplied manifold among | 
war .contractors. 


EFFECT OF PROFITS | 
It is these tremendous profits, | 
and not the so-called high wages of} # 
war workers, that are responsible 
for the inflationary dangers now 
facing us. Recent studies of the 
Federal Reserve Board reveal that 
but a small proportion of the pop- | 
_ ulation have the greatest part of | 
the. nation’s savings. According to 
, this. government, Source, 10%. of 
the’ nation’s families have 60% of 
the savings, while 50% of the na- 
tion’s families have less than 3% 
of the savings. These are the re- 
sults of the so-called “high” wages

When we read the other day of the demand of the 
Columbia Typographical Union of Washington, D. C. 
for'a minimum scale of $112 a week and a work week of 


not more than 32'% hours, we got to thinking of what} 


workers had to put up with in the early days of our re- 
public. 

_ This same union, local 101, was formed in the year 
1815. We don’t know how bad ‘working conditions were 
before that, but it is on record that Local 101 then de- 
manded the magnificent scale of $9 for an 84-hr. week. 

Think of it! If the printers didn’t work Sundays 
(and at that time Sunday work was considered a most 
heinous sin), they had to crowd those 84 hours into six 
days. Allowing an hour for lunch at noontime, they 
would have to go to work at 5 o’clock a. m. and quit at 
7 p.m. They would have to get up about 3:30 in_the 
morning to dress, get breakfast and go to work. They 
would get home from work anywhere between 7:30 and 
8 p. m. By the time they had supper, it would be time 
to go to bed. Even if they went to bed at 9 o’clock, that 
would leave only 612 hours for sleep. No wonder print- 
ers began to acquire a reputation for taking on large 
cargos of firewater! 

Nine dollars a week would be just a few cents more 
than 10 cents an hour. True, prices of basic commod- 
ities were very low compared with prices now, but the 
purchasing power of the dollar was nowhere near What 
it is today — despite our still serious problem of keep- 
ing wages abreast with costs. 

At any rate, the 131 years of the Columbia Typo- 

graphical Union are a vivid reminder of the tremendous 
achievement of Organized Labor for the workers of 
this country. The life expectancy of a printer slaying 
84 hours a week and working for $9 was just about half 
qwhat it is toddy. Peele 
‘ So when this same union now asks 324% hours and 
4 basic $112 for those hours, don’t throw up your hands 
in holy horror and start denouncing “those greedy un- 
jonists.” There isn’t any reason why, with America’s 
great productive capacity, those conditions shouldn’t be 
given every worker in the country. We've got the men, 
we've got the resources. All we have to do is to do a 
little planning, cut out social wastes, and we can make 
it easily. 
!’ Meanwhile, it is the trades unions that blaze the 
trail, that shake society out of its doldrums; that make 
greater purchasing power and more employment; that 
provide the steam for the boiler of social reform; that 
bring. more leisure and, consequently, better health, 
longer living, more culture and literacy for the com- 
mon man. This is the very antithesis of the old preda- 
tory capitalism which, left to its @wn devices, gutted 
itself with low wages, jobless millions, subnormal buy- 
ing power, sick and inefficient tradesmen. 

Trades unionism is our great force for progress. 
There are still selfish, prejudiced fossils who fight the 
principle of collective bargaining, but the world sweeps 
on by them!

New York City. 
. Plan of a delegation from five 
veterans organizations to lay be- 
fore Pres. Truman charges of dis- 
crimination under the GI Bill of 
Rights and to demand, the protec- 
tion of the Justice Dept. for. Negro 
and other minority GIs was in- 
dorsed by 80 delegates from 50 
national organizations at a confer- 
ence called by the American Counr 
cil on Race Relations here. 

The groups which comprise. the 
delegation are Catholic:.War Vet- 
erans, Jewish War Veterans, Amer- 
ican Veterans Committee, Veterans 


League of America and United: 


Negro & Allied Veterans of Amer- 
ica. A resolution unanimously 
adopted by the conference declar- 
ed that reports from government 
agencies “indicate little, progress in 
eliminating unequal treatment of 
minority veterans.” 


Conference Chairman. Charles 
Houston charged that “in the-main 
the federal agencies responsible for 
the administration of the GI Bill 
of Rights are not facing up to the 


task of aggressively combating dis- ; 


crimination against Negro, Jap- 
anese-American, Mexican, Jewish 
and other minority group veterans. 
The federal agencies appear’ to be 
concerned chiefly with telling us 
why they cannot effectively fight 
discrimination, rather than going 
out and fighting it.’ 

Reports of increasing physical 
attacks on minority veterans led 
to adoption of a resolution con- 
demning “the numerous attacks on 
the civil liberties of the people and 
the veterans, particularly in’ the 
south, as in the extreme case of 
Coluumbia, Tenn.”
